"Tim ZmiTARY ASPECT OF 
CANADA." 



We have had for some time in our 
iiands a pauiplilet hearing tlie abore 
title, by Lieut-Colonel T. B. Sthaxge, 
K. A., Dominion Inf-pector of Artille- 
. vy. . Colotiel Strange accompanietl Col- 
onel Lovei.i, to this Province last mm- 
ineiv^': These gcutlenicn were counuis- 
sioncdby the [niperial and Dominion 
Governiuents to examine and report 
upon the facilities for defence which 
the coast lino of the Province has to 
ofler, Since their, return homo tlieir 
report has been submitted and will, in 

. due course, make its appearance here. 
The pamphlet before us was published 
in May last, before Col. Strange had 

V visited and seen for liiniself the magni- 
iicent resources of this great Province. 
The p^mpUlet opens with a, lecture de- 
livered by the author at the Koyal 
United Service Institution. After con- 
sidering the "strategic geography" of 
the Dominion, Colonel SruANdi: np- 
proaches 

tj -j, THE PACIFIC SEAUOAUD, 

Wiiere, he says, "we must ^^oasider 
the high seas as abase of operations 
common to oursoh es and our po.ssible 
enemies, who have moreover a secon- 
dary bast! on the continent, which wc 
roughly call Eriti.sli North America, i.f, 
Alaska, tke slice with -which the one 
Eagle accommodated the other, per- 
haps with the prospect of a 
future carcase in that locality. 
Om- iiiadcipiately protected coal- 
ing station at Vancouver is much 
nearer sucii secondary bases, on the 
Pacific .shore of Asiatic Eussia, as well 
as the harbours of Oregon and Califor- 
nia, to say nothing of others along the 
(!00 or 700 miles of coast (where we 
have no foothold) that could be utiliz- 
ed by a .fol dlsanl neutral Power, 
when certain complications have neces- 
sitated the concentration of our lieet 
in eastern rather than western waters. 
"During a discu.saion in this theatre, 
" I was- asked whether it was tiio duty 
. , of the Canadian or Imperial Clovern- 
ment to defend Vancouver's I.iland 
and British Columbia; my answer on 
this point is not of any practical value. 
J can only tell you what botli Govern- 
ments have done towards it, and re- 
mind you that until tlie Canadian 
Pacific Railroad is built the Canadian 
(<o\'ernment would have to send from 
its Store Department at Ottawa or 
Montreal round by Cape Horn every 
musket, every pound of powder, and 
every uniform button required in 
British Columbia, I fail to see the 
advantage of the boasted belt of terri- 
tory that circles the globe if the elec- 
tric current of Imperial power which 
is absolutely necessary for Imperial 
defence cannot freely permeate through 
it. The completion of the Canadian 
Pacific railroad is not merely a, vital 
necessity to the integrity of the Dom- 
inion, but of the Empire. It is as 
much an Imperial as a Colonial ques- 
tion. Its completion would be the 
realization of the dreams of CinusTO- 

PHER CoLDMBUS, of A''ASC0 DI GaMA, 

and the numerous hardy mariners who 
/ have tried to force their way to the 
east by frozen north or south, or sultry 
tropic exploration. The shortest route 
from Ireland to Japan by a thousand 
miles would be the great circle of the 
globe along which the Canadian Pacific 
t runs. By it will return the costly 
silks and teas of China, the products of 
the Spice Islands, of Australia and In- 
dia, the cotton of Feejeo, as well as the 
grain of the great valley of the Sas- 
katchewan. ^yithout it Canada is a 
ciil de sac. The struggling nationality 
resembles a young giant, whose careless 
parents allowed one nostril to be stuff- 
ed up by the loss of the unfrozen sea- 
ports of the State of Maine, and now, 
after giving up Oregon and the San 
Juan passage, that other Canadian 
nostril, wc are threatened with the se- 
ces.sion of British Columbia, which can 
neither bo defended nor traded with. 
Trade is the life-blood of Anglo-Saxon 
communities, and railroads the arter- 
. ies. Never having had the good for- 
tune of being permitted to visit the 
country, as fell to the lot of my assist- 
ant inspector, I have carefully read the 
exploration reports, and I do not be- 
lieve in in.sui'mountable engineering 
difficultie.s. The railroad will yet fol- 
low the Indian trail through the Tete 
Jaune pass, which is only 4,000 feet, 
half the height of the lowest pass on 
the United States line. Salmon make 
their way up to the head-waters of the 
Eraser river J 12 feet is the limit of a 
salmon leap. The trail of the Indian, 
the run of water systems, is the natur- 
al line of railroad.s. Three out of four 
of our explorations have been athwart 
three ranges of mountains." 

The remarks with reference to the 
probable lino of railway would seem to 
have been prophetic, else the lecturer 
was better acquainted with the inten- 
tions of the Dominion Government at 
that time than any one in this Prov- 
ince. After reading Colonel D. T. 
Irwin's report on the defences of Vic- 
toria and Esquimau, the lecturer rapid- 
ly described the frontier and the Atlan- 
tic seaboard, pointing out probable 
lines of operation, etc., referred to the 
Militiji and their equij)meat in terras 
• highly eulogistic of the martial si)irit of 
the people, and furnished statistics 
which cannot be quoted within the 
limits of an ordinary newspaper article. 
The "military colonization in Canada" 
is treated witii the hand of a master, 
and afteridoing', ample, justice to the 
older Provinces, Australia and India,he 
turns again to the Pacific Province and 
discourses in the following strain: 

"British Columbia, especially along 
its southern frontier and in Vancouver 
Island, requires such military settle- 
ments, for manifest reasons it is not 
necessary to discuss. The climate is 
more favorable to our race than,th<i,tof 



any colony, except perhajjs New Zea- 
land and Tasmania; it resembles Eng- 
land ^without the east wind.- The same 
physical causes that have contributed 
to England's greatness will, to a cer- 
tain extent, create in Vancouver 
Island in no very remote future a pros- 
perous country. The equable tempei-a- 
ture produced by the equatorial current, 
corresponding ..'in the Pacific to the 
Atlantic Gulf Stream, brings down the 
isothermal lines far south of the corres- 
ponding latitudes on the eastern coast, 
creating a climate that gives a maxi- 
mum of working days in the year as 
against climates of extremes. Vim- 
couver Island and British Columbia are 
as large as France and Ireland, but the 
arable area is contracted by the moun- 
tain ranges; there are, however, vast 
tracts of bunch-grass suitable for herds 
that require Jio house wintering. The 
coal, iron, and gold, and splendid tim- 
ber not far from a series. of magnificent 
harbors, will make Vancouver a" t'rade- 
startijig point from America for Asia 
— as Englaiid has been fron\ Europe to 
America. If there is any trutli in 
Buckle's 'History of Civilization,' 
that Western Britain will be great ! 
wh«n the Californian, receiving no 
fresh blood from Europe, has degenerat- 
ed into the sttiis sousianee of the south- 
ern European. ■ •> 

"This is the country that asks for 
seces.sion for want of railway artei-ial 
connection with Canada. It is too far 
for our population to reach it by the 
ordinary system of 'drift.' 

"The short-service .system of our 
Army will supj)ly a young, vigorous, 
and intelligent class of emigrants, who 
hare been long enough in the Army to 
learn hjibits of order and obedience 
without being so long as to acquire a 
dislike for hard labor, or the intcm- 
perato habits too often the result of 
monotonous and jirotractod service in a 
tropical climate. To lead your short- 
service Army reserves, and settle them 
where they are most wanted, on the 
exposed frontiers of the Empire, as the 
Roman legions were planted with their 
officers to liold the line of tiie Danube, 
and become in long ages the Roumani- 
an peoples, you soon will have by .the 
Compul.sory Retirement Warrant a 
plethora of young energetic officers con- 
demned prenmturely to linger grumbl- 
ingly on the step.? of ' the crutch and 
toothpick.' You may find among 
them, though now 'mute and inglori- 
ous,' some Baleigh or Miles .Standish, 
and (if less visionary and fanatic'; than 
Elizabethan or Puritan heroes) crowds 
of .such self-reliant cavaliers as planted 
the Old Dominion thatyou lost through 
'drift.' Let your young, though time- 
expired soldiers, go and build you up a 
new Dominion on the Pacific .slopes. 
The lands which no longer belong to 
the Crown may be regained by the 
purchase of shares in the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad, in accordance with 
the original plan proposed by Sir John 
A. Macdonald, Premier of Canada, 
viz.. To build the lino by the sale of 
land of BO value to Canada until set- 
tled, allotting a strip of territor;^along 
the proposed Pacific Railroad ro'utd as 
a portion of the shares and security of 
those who advanced capital to build 
the line. Other railway jchemes, no- 
tably tlie Grand Trunk, have boon the 
ruin of many, bocau.se almost all the 
shares were in the hands of holders 
living in England. See that the Cana- 
dians take a fair share of this responsi- 
bility, which they are (juite r(;ady to 
do, seeing they have attenqited to build 
the road alone without help beyond an 
Imperial guarantee to their loan of 
£3,000,000. Railway stock may sink, 
an Egyptian Khedive may repudiate, 
but soil along a railway in a suitable 
climate cannot remain valueless, and is 
a material guarantee against loss. To 
en,ibl9 the Imperial Government to 
carry out an organized scheme of mili- 
tary colonization, it will be necessary 
for her to purchase stock (which will 
carry with it land) in the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. It is a truer, safer 
route to India through her own terri- 
tory than that she purchased b}' her 
shares in the Suez Canal. Canada 
should of course start a similar system 
by selecting military colonists from the 
officers and men of her permanently 
embodied Militia and contingent for 
Imperial service when the necessity for 
such arises. She will by this means 
not only develop her territory, give it 
protection, but obtain eiliciont military 
service without running into the*bot- 
tomles.s expenditure of Army pensions. 

"The success of any such system will 
depend entirely on selection pure and 
simple of qualified officers, who must 
be let alone in their sub-selection. Any 
attempt at development of the ' poor 
devil, give him a berth, system,' can't 
pos.sibly succeed, when nien have to 
contend against nature, who must be 
fought with her own weapons, ' selec- 
tion of the fittest.' 

"The selected three years' time 
expired good conduct non-commi.s- 
sioned ollicer or soldier from the British 
Army or Canadian regular troops, 
should sign an agreement to serve five 
years, but bo liable to dismissal for 
misconduct or laziness, the first two 
in one of the Canadian depots of 
regular troops. Ho would learn the 
country, and the depot ofiicers would 
learn his character and ability. At 
the expiration of the fii'st two years of 
probation, he would be sent on to a 
military farm on the Pacific railway 
or frontier of Britisli Columbia, where 
he would be employed in cons-.tructing 
the railway and learning practical 
agriculture on the Government farms 
under efficers and non-commissioned 
officers who had learned the work by 
similar previous training. Should he 
still have conidttctecl liiraself wellj and 
shown that he would be likely to suc- 
ceed on a farm, he would be given one 
in a series of villages. His house he 
would previously have assisted to build 
with his comrades while working as a 
military labourer; during his five years' 
period he would; bo receiving rations 
and payj but ''after'- being started on a 
farm, with a house an^d implements 'and. 



rations till the first harvest was reaped; 
he should require no more assistance, 
but be still liable to frontier military 
or police service, and military disci 
pline under his chiefs. It would be 
necessaiy to continue pay to - officer* 
and non-counnissioned officei's supervis- 
ing work and maintaining discipline 
for which it would be necessary to in- 
vest them- wiUiiaagisterial, powers.''

BY-LAW 



TO REGULATE THE ELECTION OF A 
KAYOR AND COUNCILLORS FOR THE 
CITY OF VICTORIA IN THE YEAR 1880. 

WHEUE.V.S. IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
iii;il;o prcn i.siou for the Election of si 
Mayur iiiul Miiiiicipal Councillors for tho 
City of Victoria for the year 1880. 

I !r: IT TiiiniKKouK u.vACTED by the Mayor 
anil Council of tho Corporation of the City 
(if N'ictoria, a.s follows: — - 

I . Tlio Election of a Mayor nnd Couu- 
cilliir.s for the City of Victoria, for the 
year 1880, .shall take place on the second 
Monday in the month of January, 1880, 
and .snch election shall connnencc ut 12 
o'clock, noon. 

'2. The nomination of Candidates for 
the respective oflices of Maj'or and Coun- 
cillors for tho said City shall take place at 
tho now City Hall, Douglas street. 

;i. Tho .Returning Ollicer of Yates Street 
Ward .';h:dl, on tho .second Monday in 
January, 1880, at noon, nominate such 
persons a.s shall be put in nomination in 
that belialf by some duly ciualilied voter 
as candidates for tho said oflices, aa the 
case may be. A show of Iwvnds sliall then 
take place, and tho said Returning Ollicer 
.shall thereupon declare which of the can- 
didates for tho .said offices has or have 
1)0011 elected by the show of hands. 

•I. In ease ;i poll bo duly donianded at 
the elcctiuii of a !Mayor, tho vote of tho 
electors shall bo taken on the following 
day, at tho now City Hall, Douglas stroofc, 
in tlio said City of Victoria, and the said 
poll shall be open at 10 o'clock a. .m. and 
close at -1 o'clock I'. M. 

5. In case a poll shall be duly demand- 
ed at the election of Councillors for any 
\\'ard in the said City of Victoria, the 
vote of tho electors entitled to vote in such 
Ward shall be taken on tho day following 
tho nomination at tlic following places, 
iliat i:\ lo .say: In .Tohnson Street Ward, 
at tho new Citj' ll.'dl, Douglas street, in 
tlie .said City; in Yates Street Ward, at 
the Police Harnick.s, Bastion street, in tha 
said City; in James Bay Ward, at the old 
Council Chambers, Government street, in 
tho said Oity, and the said poll shall be 
opened at 10 o'clock a. m. and clcsed at 4 
o clock 1'. M. 

(). In case of a poll at an election for 
Maj'or or Councillors the vote» shall he 
given by ballot. 

7. Tho ballot of each voter shall con- 
sist of a paper [in this By-law called a bal- 
lot paporj showing the names and occujxi- 
tions of the candidates for the office of 
Coiinciiliii'. In Yates Street Ward, in 
addition to such ballot paper, there shall 
be an additional ballot paper showing tho 
names and descriptions of tho candidates 
fur the oHioe of Mayor; each b.illot paper 
shall have a mnnbor printed on tho back 
and shall have attached a counterfoil with 
the same number printed on the face. At 
till- time of voting tho ballot pajKjr shall 
bo marked on both sides with an official 
ni:irk and delivered to the voter within 
the polling station, and the number of 
such voter on tho Register or List of Mu- 
nicipal A''oters shall be marked on tho 
counterfoil, and the voter, having secretly 
marked his vote on the paper and folded 
it up so as to conceal his vote, shall place 
it in a closed bo.x in tho presence of the 
Ollicer presiding at the polling station 
after having shown to liim Uie official mark 
on tho back. * 

8. Any ballot i)apor which has not on 
the back the oflicial mark, or on which 
votes are given to more candidates than 
the voter is entitled to vote for, or on 
which anything except the suid number 
on _ the back is written or marked by 
whieh tho vote cain be identified, shall bo 
void and not counted. 

!l. After the close of the poll, the ballot 
lioxus .shall be closed up so as to prevent 
the iiLsci tion of additional ballot papers 
and shall be taken charge of by tho Re- 
turning Ollicer for Yates Street Ward and 
that ollicer shall, in the presence of such 
of the candidates as may be in attendance 
or their agents, and of the Returning 
Ofbeer, oiicii the ballot boxes at tho now 
Council Chauibers, Douglas street, in the 
said City, and ascertain the result of the 
poll by counting the votes given to each 
candidate, and shall forthwith declare to 
be elected the candidates or candidate to 
\yhom the majority of votes have been 
given. 

10. Whore an cipiality of votes is found 
to exist between any candidates at an elec- 
tion, and the addition of a vote would 
entitle any of such candidates to be de- 
clared elected, the lleturniiig Officer shall 
gi\'e such additional vote, but shall not, 
ill any other case, be entitled to vote at 
an election for which he is Returning 
Officer. 

11. And for the purpose of regulating 
the mode of procedure at such election; 
and of conducting the said polls, section 
oiie of tho By-Law entitled "A By-Law to 
regulate the election of a Mayor and 
Councillors for the city of Victoria in the 
j-ear 1875," Commencing: If any candi- 
date nominated during the time appoint- 
ed, etc., together with all tho subsequent 
sections of tJie said By-la.w and the sche- 
dule thoreto appended are hejeby incor- 
porated with this- By-law and shall bo 
read together with this By-Law as if the 
same had been re-enacted, word for word, 
herein !Uid hereby.

Eoses as "Tho Municipal Elections By- 
law, 1880." Passed the Council Decem- 
ber 24th,r 1870.

Your correspondent interviewing Mr. 
G. Sliuler, one of the persons engaged to 
conduct the prisoners to this city, learned 
that Saturday, Doc. 13th, Messrs. Living- 
stone and Grotty arrived at Yale, having 
in charga the four McLeans, (Hector, the 
eldest, being charged with assisting his 
brothers and, also, with boras stealing) 
and Hare, making five prisoners — all well 
ironed. At Yale the Provincial Secretary, 
Mr. Humphreys, took charge and ar- 
ranged for bringing the prisoners to Now 
Westminster. Messra. Solomon Shuler, 
Frank Grotty and Joe. Burr were en- 
gaged as officers, and Mr. Livingstone also 
accompanied the party as far as Chilli- 
whack. The first 30 miles from Yale was 
by canoes, when it was found that the ico 
obstruction compelled a resort to tho road. 
A wagon was procured at Cheani and tho 
prisoners placed in it, they lying down 
with irons on hands and feet, as it . n-as 
deemed advisable to take no chances and 
knowing the desperate character of the 
prisoners a close lookout was kept uj). 

It required -1 days— laying over at night 
—to reach ChiUiwhack. Thrco days' more 
travel in tho same way brought the pri- 
soners opposite New Westminster, about 
11 a. m. on Christinas day. The telegraph 
had somewhat prepared the people here 
for the arrival, and about noon word was 
received that tho prisoners would bo 
brought over tho river after dinner. Tho 
crews of tho steamers Royal City and Re- 
liance, caught in the ico above Harrison 
river, as well as a party that had been ro- 
pairinj, telegraph poles, numbering in all 
about 40 por.sous, soon commenced cross- 
ing the river, tho lirstpart of tho way on 
tho ice ami then by a boat and canoes. 
By 2 J), m. quite a crowd of persons had 
assombled upon tho bank of the river, 
waiting the arrival of the prisoners. About 
3 o'clock they were noticed coming slow- 
ly on tho ice, tho ollicer.'j in chat^o mov- 
ing cautiously not having fidl confidence 
in the ico, wliicli certainly looked dubi- 
ous. As a matter of oour-sc tho crowd 
upon tho shore was composed of a mixed 
gathering of whites, Indians and Chinese, 
and a variety of opinions were expressed 
and idle jokes passed, all going to argue 
a reckless feeling among the lookors on, 
in some cases exhibiting a heartlessness 
roapL'otiii'^ the misery of othern. 

As the prisoiiorj reached tho shore it 
waa noticed that they were shackled upon 
the hands and feot, two of them fastened 
together. They hobbled along to thti 
stage sleigh in readiness to convoy thcni 
to the city prison, whore they trero soon 
in "durance vile." 

Tho youthful appearance of tho young- 
er McLo.an, charged with having shot the 
unfortunate Mr. Usshor, attracted atten- 
tion. Thero is certainly nothing in this 
youth'a appoai-anco to indicate tho crime 
1(0 stands accused of. His age is said to 
bo only 14 year;,. lie, like the other pri- 
soners, is either a quarter or a half-brce<l, 
but of rather fair complexion. 

While approaching the opposite .sido of 
tho river an exciting cnnversaticui was go- 
ing on between tho prisoners, as they lay 
ill the wagons, when all of a suddon Al- 
lan made a move and shook his broad list 
at Hector, and it required prompt inter- 
ference of tho officers to i-estore quiet 
again. It appears that Hector is obnoxi- 
ous to his brotliors. Hare did not inter- 
fere in this little exhibition of ill-fooling. 
All the prisoners speak perfect English, 
but have a knowledge of French-Indian 
and Chinook jargon, and as tho oOiccrs 
are not posted in those languages, but 
little is known of the conversations be- 
tween tliem. 

We are credibly infoniU'd that upon 
entering the jail the prisoners all felt low- 
spirited, .and as they were marched to 
Boparato apartments, to prevent consulta- 
tion before trial, they all appeared to feel 
a' keen disappointment, especially the 
younger prisoner, whoso watery oyes in- 
dicated tho struggle within. 

Of course thero arc many stories circu- 
lated respecthig the Kaniloops trouble 
and expressions used by the prisoners to- 
wards those who are supposed to bo 
"down on them." Observek.

After 
being engaged in a successful practice for 
more than twenty years in Ontario, and 
seeking a more genial clime he arrived in 
this city about three months algo, intend- 
ing to make this his future homo ; but 
being offored the position of doctor to the 
South Wellington coal mine he concluded 
to accept that situation for a time. Ho 
was scarcely established in his duties 
there, however, when the mine w.-is pur- 
chased by and amalgamated with the Wel- 
lington mine ; and as that Company have 
a doctor employed Dr. Gamblo concluded 
to return to this city. The Nanaimo Fire. 
/^■cs.s of the 17th inst. referring to his de- 
parture says: "Dr. Gamblo during his 
stay at Wellington was veiy succeaofnl in 
hia practice, and his departure is very 
much regretted by a largo number of the 
residents of the district, who sincerely 
hope he may bo prosperous in his new 
field of labor." 



Travel on Fraser Zlivor. 

Passengers who came down tho river on 
foot and in canoes with the prisoners de- 
scribe to tho CfuanUan the trip as exciting 
and hazardous. They started in canoes, 
one of wliich was presently split. They 
all got out of tho canoes on: vhat was sup- 
posed to be a spit, but covered -with the 
ice-floes, and tlie unfortunate prisoner, 
nienaoled as they wore and unable to ex- 
ert themselves, appeared, as they seemed 
to desire, likely to perish from cold and 
huhger or drowning. By dint of almost 
superhuman exertions they were made to 
jump from ono piece of ice to another. 
In several places they had to be carried 
across. Fortunately for the party, but 
unfortunately for the steamera, thoy hap- 
pily discovered the latter, where thej* are 
now fixed until mild weather sots in, and 
to this may bo attributed their preserva- 
tion. They reached tho steamers, where 
they remained till Mon^y morning. On 
Monday morning they landed at Camp 
Slough, accompanied by about 10 of the 
passoiigei-3 and crow of the steamers, 
whence they started for ChiUiwhack, 
which thoy reached tho same evening, 
stopping at Mclver's. Tho next stage 
was to York's at Suinoss, to reach which 
place thsy crossed the li^e ' on tlie ics. 
The next stage was from York's to Tunes' 
at Langley, and thence to Brown's Land- 
ing, which they reached at 11 a.m. on 
Thursday last, crossing to this city about 
3 p.m. Tho hardships exporionced on the 
routo aro indescribable ; between snow 
and bad roads, tho travellei's will have 
something to remember as long as they 
live. It seamed as if Providence favored 
them, for tlie obstacles, at times, appear- 
ed to bo almost insurmountable.

No joists, bond timber or wood of any 
kind will be allowed to enter or rest upon 
the brick work of any chimney.

ho was sober now and would like to put a 
haad on him. Witness replied that ho 
had not seen the man and advised de- 
fendant to go and look for him. Witness 
turned his back and the next moment ho 
received a severe blow and. knew nothing 
more until he found himself lying on the 
sidewalk with blood gushing from his eye. 
Inimodiatoly witness received tho blow 
the defendant ran away ; witness could 
not seo if defendant had anything in his 
hands, but ho believed ho was struck with 
a monkey-wrench ; a white man picked 
him up, but he could -not tell who it was. 

Oflicer Lindsay stated that he arrested 
the defendant on the complaint of tho 
prosocutor ; tho defendant denied having 
struck the prosecutor and .said one of tho 
Indians did it. 

TIk} case was here adjourned for fur- 
ther inquiry. 

JohnLoPlanto, cliai-god by James Ward 
'with stealing from his house at Beacon 
Hill a double-barrelled shot gun and a 
silver watch. 

The prosecutor deposed tliat ho left his 
house about 11 o'clock on the morning of 
the 18th inst. and his shot-gun and watch 
were there then. On his return in the 
afternoon he found that tho house had 
been broken hito and everything turned 
upside down; the articles above mention- 
ed wore missing as well as a powder fla.'ik 
and shot pouch (watch and gun produced 
and identified). After missing his watch 
prosecutor next saw it in a watchmaker's 
shop on Fort street. On tho niorning of 
the robbei^y prosecutor met the prisoner 
and another boy — Daniel T.aylor — going 
in the direction of his house. 

Aaron Oldenburgh, a pawnbroker, de- 
posed that the prisoner came to his store 
on the 18th inst. and pawned tho gun for 
§2, giving tho name of Frank Green; he 
said tho gun bolongod to him and asked 
for only §2; the gun is probably worth 
98. • - n-.. •-. 

To the Court— Subsequently tho police 
oflicer came to my store and' took the gun 
away. 

Tho Sergeant of Police said that to 
prove tho breaking into tho house it would 
bo necessary to put tho prisoner's accom- 
plice — tho boy Taylor — into the witness- 
box. 

Daniel Taylor, a colored boy, aged 
about 14 years, then deposed that LePlaii- 
to came to him a fow days before he was 
arrested and asked him if he wanted to 
niakoanytliiii" for Christmas; the witness 
replied "yes," so the next morning Le- 
Plante came ronnd and thoy both went 
towards Mr. Ward's house; they met Mr. 
Ward and when he got near to them Le- 
Flante asked witness if there was any- 
wood out at lieacon Hill beach so that ho 
(Ward) would think they were going; down 
to the beach; when Ward passed thoy 
went to his house; LoPlanto burst tho 
door in and, took tho watch and.^gauyand 
passed ihem out to witness to'liold whilst 
lie went in for otlior things ; thoy then 
closed the door and went oil' .shooting. 
Afterwards LePlante gave him the watch 
to get it repaired at Da.ssonville's on Fort 
straet. Ho went with LcPlaiito to pawn 
the watch, but did not go inside the shop. 
LePlante treated witness and his brother 
to the m.agio lantern at Theatre Royal. 

Ollicor O'Connor testified that he found 
the watch at Dassonvillc's jewelry store 
and .ascertained that it had been left there 
by a colored boy. In coiiBoquence of in- 
formation received he arrested Taylor and 
the prisoner. The latter was lying in a 
drunken condition in front of the for- 
mer's house, near tho French hospital; 
witness found the gun in Oldenburgh'a 
shop. Tlie prosecutor identified it and the 
watch as his property. 

The prisoner, who declined to make 
any statement, was then committed for 
trial, and tho boy Taylor was remanded 
until Monday next.

PROF. NELSON ON THE NAVIGA- 
TION OP HUDSON'S BAY. 

The Propcsad. Eail'way from Lake 
"Winnipeg' to Port Noleon. 

IBj Telcijiapli from the .Mail Con'tBiiondeiit.] 

Montreal, Dec. 12. — Prof. Selwyn, 
of the Geolofjical Survey, notwitiistand- 
ing the statement of the Deputy Gov- 
ernor of the Hudson Bay Co., that the 
construction of a railway from Lake 
Winnipeg to Port Nelson is iniprncti- 
cable, is a believer not only in the 
practicability of the scheme, but in its 
importance to the export trade of the 
Nortli-west. ITe ridicules the idea 
that the construction of the railway 
'was a thing impracticable. The dis- 
tance from Lake Winnipog to Port 
Nelson is 301 miles through a very 
favorable country, which is extremely 
flat, lightly timbered, and presents no 
engineering obstacles. Tho practica- 
bility of constructing .a road i.s, lie 
states, beyond question. Tho efVeot 
'would be to connect 

the I'lNEST (il!AlN-rR01)l"Cl.\(; C'OUNTKV 

in the world with tho best market in 
the world. The greatest obstacle in 
the way of development of tho North- 
West Territory is the co.st of trans- 
porting produce by way of the lakes, 
the distance from Duluth to Quebec 
being 1,200 niile.s. In course of tran- 
sit the grain has to be repcatcilly Iiniull- 
ed, witii a corrospoiidiiig increase in 
tlic cost, and, arrived at Quebec, it is 
still two thousand six Imndred miles 
from Livernool, while tho distance from 
Port Nelson is only two thousand nine 
hundred and sixty-six miles, the differ- 
ence in an ocean passage being of very 
little consequence compared with tiie 
same distance on land. The question 
which remains to be solved is the prac- 
ticability of 

NAVlGATINa III'DSON's IIAV. 

A Government survey and the laying 
down of buoys aiid lights would, of 
course, be necessary. He thought it 
jn-obable that in the spring more ice 
would be met in tho Bay than is en- [ 
countered on the St. Lawrence route, ' 
but thinks that this difficuty would 
speedily be got over by the construc- 
tion of ships specially adapted for the 
work. 

TIIK climati-:. 
It is, he iitates, a popular error to im- 
agine that there is an Arctic climate on 
the shores of Hudson's Bay, and re- 
gards this coast ns the natural outlet 
for tho trade of the Nortli-AVest. Ho 
does not prescribe any particular ter- 
mini for the line, but there is a good 
harbour at Port Nelson, and the River 
Nelson is nayigablefor about 100 miles. 
The construction oif the railway and 
the navigation of llud.soii's Bay would 
lead to the development of a splendid 
territory, not only in the West, but 
ronnd the shores of the . Lake, where 
there is a cousiderablo quantity of 
lead. This question has been brought 
before both tho late and the present 
Governments, nud the former .suggested 
the jjropriety of fitting out a steamer 
for the exploration of Hudson's Bay, 
but nothing has been done up to the 
present. 



A new web printing press has just 
been conipletetl at tho machine shop, 
for 0. Potter, Jr., New York, under 
patents of Mr. Walter Scott, of Chi- 
cago. The press, which is the first of 
the ki nd ever built, is a unique one. 
It is only ton feet long, including the 
roll, four feet high, and ha.s no machin- 
ery within eight inches of the floor. 
All the rollers and plates are put in 
without moving tho press. It prints, 
cuts, and folds without the use of 
tapo.'s, from 15,000 to 50,000 papers 
per hour, according to the size. 15,000 
eight page papers, 30,000 fou^- pao^e, 
and 50,000 half siieets. It can be 
made to fold the paper any required 
luimbor of times. Two simple machines 
accompany the press, the ono for pre- 
paring tiio plates, tho other for' dam- 
pening the paper. The firat shaves and 
trims a plate after it conies from the 
matrix. In ten minutes after tho 
type is received the plates can be cast, 
shaved and trimmed and the pi'ess in 
full operation. Tho dampening ma 
chines rerolls the paper after it has 
been sprinkletl as evenly and more 
firmly than when it camo from the 
mill. There have been many, visitors 
to see the press which has been in full 
operation, '. .\ ■
